‘As Sophomores, we were merged into partial oblivion against the fateful background of the 
treacherous attack on American bases in the Pacific. This lull in our scholastic career provided us 
with energy for active part in the school’s war effort. Our sophomore officers were Mike Martello, 
President; John Celentano, Vice-President; and Mary Ellen Trescott, Secretary, 

We began a series of tea-dances in our Junior year, which were a prelude to our financially profit- 
able Junior Prom, featuring a Negro band and a plantation background. To Nick Verzella, chairman 
of the Prom, was due much credit for his untiring leadership. Throughout the entire school year 
War Stamp sales in the Junior room set an example for 100% participation. Class members also 
served on committees to salvage paper and tin. Junior Class officers were: Joe Marinelli, President; 
Mary Ellen Trescott, Vice-President; and Sam Urzetta, Secretary-Treasurer. 

[n our Junior year we took over the sports field. Art Gebhard and Sam Urzetta made All-County, 
David Potter won the sectional singles tennis tournament, As Juniors we proved ourselyes. adapt, 
not only in sports but music and artistic fields as well. Helen Bayko made the servicemen’s plaque 
for the school. 

Four of our members left us as Juniors, because of a desire to gain all the education they could 
before answering their nation’s call. Graduated with the Class of 1943, were Art: Engert, Mike 
Martello, Art. Dimassimo, and Dayid Potter. 

We took over the Senior Room with over 100 members. \s seniors we elected Don Crandall, 
President; Sam Urzetta, Vice-President; and Don Briggs, Secretary-Treasurer. To the Student 
Council we sent Joe Capriotti and Art Gebhard. 

This year, n others, the boys of our class again proved outstanding in sports. Among them were 
Eugene Little, Jack Erwin, Bud Parish, Wayne Harris, Art Gebhard, Sam Urzetta, Nick Verzella, 
Natal Calabrese, John Celentano, Joe Capriotti, and many others. 

We had two outstanding cheerleaders who should receive special credit. They are Lily Jean How- 
land and Mary Ellen Trescott. Another Senior cheerleader was “Red” Speca. All three contributed 
much to the morale of our teams. 

The co-editors of our school paper were Kathleen Smyth and Sylvia Quinzi while Joe Capriotti 
was selected by the officers of the class as Class-Day Chairman. Our War Stamp sales and collecton 
of Red Cross projects reached new highs. We were successful in every project and sale. This year the 
magazine campaign again brought proflt to the class. Eglio Speca and Mel Leisten were captains. 
Marjorie Downing was chosen Editor of the yearbook, with Margaret Steve and Kathleen Smyth 
to help her. Initiating the gala events of the year was the Harvest Ball, with Sylvia Else and Mary 
Ellen Trescott able co-chairmen. It was picturesque with color and rural harvest details. 

Among those who left for the service were: Donald Ginegaw, John Celentano, Fred Robinson, 
Peter Pallini, Robert Henri, Dan Hyland, Jack Lane, Charles Switzer, Leonard Fulmer, Fred Fuller, 
Richard Melious, Dominic Dezio, and David Mellen. 

We wish to thank Mr. Morgan, our superintendent, and Mr. Potter, our principal, Miss Rice, 
our class adviser, Mrs. Cohen, and all the faculty, for their continued interest and vauable assistance 
Uhroughout our high school career. The Class of 1944 wishes Mr. Morgan great success in his new 
position.
